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A boat up the Yangtze River 
to Chungking', a plane to Shang- 
hai, nearly a month of patient 
waiting, then a trip across the 
Pacific and a long journey by 
train brought the Toliver fam- 
ily back to their home in Day- 
ton on Saturday, June 15. 

It was nearly eight years 
ago that Ra lph Toliver '37 and 
Rebe cca Haege r *38 in different 
boats crossed the waters to 
China where they spent six 
months in the China Inland 
Mission schools on the coast 
of China and then went to wes- 
tern China for further training and lang-. 
uage study. On July 11, 1941 they were 
married and took up their residence on 
their station at Kiangtsing, Szechwan. 
After the departure of their senior 
missionaries, they were the only white 
persons in the city of about 60,000 
people and within ;a territory populated 
by 1,000,000 people. 

Mr. Toliver gave a message in his home 
church on Sunday evening a week after 
their return, telling of God*s working 
through them as missionaries, the need of 
Chinese people, and the effect of tho 
Gospel to transform lives. 
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' Among the students of China, 
some of whom, are organizing Chris 
tian groups and inviting Bible 
tfeachers and pastors to speak to 
them, he recognizes a real chall- 
enge for Christian young people 
of America to answer the call for 
spiritual assistance and encour- 
agement. 

The Bryan family enjoyed the 
fellowship of the Tolivers as 
they dined together on Bryan 
Hill and then conversed about 
tho various curios (brought by 
tho Tolivers i the language, dr'ess 
and customs of the Chinese people 
Littlo Ruth, 3 years old, enjoys shelv- 
ing her Chinese dress and shoes, while 
nine months old Sylvia just beams and 
coos her do light in life which gleams in 
bright, sparkling blue oyes. It is inter 
e sting to hear Ruth respond in Chinese to 
a greeting or question in that language,
